ground recesses. None of the bodies 
•will be brought to the surface until 
every tunnel and chamber has bean 
explored.

of Mines men, and who is directing 
the rescue wor ksaid the crews, in- 
cluding many volunteers from nearby 
mining villages were penetrating the 
mine from the Benwood entry and the 
air shaf tat Brown's run, located two 
and a half miles from the mouth of 
the mine.

All through the plant everyone is 


busy at his respective poeition, and 
the building is a veritable beehive of 
activity. 
As we entered we saw a 


handsomely-furnished room. This is 
the office where all financial affairs 
are handled. As we went on further 
we cante into the editor's office and 
met Mr. Tetley and Mr. Christiansen. 
A typewriter was clattering very in- 
dustriously, 
writing out the

news. Around the walla were metal 
filing cases. Overhead we heard the 
cl>tter 
of 
the 
telegraph 
sounder, 


bringing the news via the Associated 
Press. The operator was decoding the 
messages and writing them down on 
a typewriter. These messages came 
down a chute into the editor's office 
where they were read and the most 
important ones selected to go in the 
evening paper. This copy is then tak- 
en to the linotype room where it is 
set up in lines of type. The linotypes 
are 
very 
complicated-looking ma- 


chines with a keyboard similar to a 
typewriter. 
Little wheels were run- 


ning around and the strips of type 
-were coming out. 
Then they went 


Into a printing machine where an im- 
pression was made on a piece of wet 
material 
which looked like 
card- 
board. This w-as dried and put Into 
a form where a_metal plate was made 
from it. These plates were then sent 
down by a noiseless little automatic 
elevator, which carried them, down to 
the big press. This is a very wonder- 
ful and interesting piece ot apparatus. 


All through the plant one is im- 


pressed by the regularity with which 
the work goes on. Everything moves 
smoothly like clockwork and every- 
body takes care of his own position, 
irrespective of what is going on in 
other parts of the building.

13. J The klan baptism that wa.-i to 
have been held was postponed be- 
onuse of the chilly night wind. 


There was to have been dancing, 


but In spite of all precautions to pre- 
vent anyone missing hi* way to the 
field, the band got lost en route.

produced a phonograph 


from an automobile, and a few score 
of the die-hards wore prancing to its 
feeble strains as the nun lifted over 
the trees. 


In klan circles It is said today 


that this was the largest gathering of 
the order ever held in New York state 
except that at Hauppaug, L I., a year 
ago.Master of the ceremonies was Klnc 
Kleagle Gus S. King, who reviewed 
formal procession of the white nixht- 
riders mounted on horseback.

RECORD TOBACCO EXPORTS 


FROM U. S. LOOKED FOR 


Hr GKORGE II. MAXMNG 
(Washington Correspondent of 


the DHnvillo Bw.) 


WASHINGTON. U. C.. April 29. — 
The Department of Agriculture 
an- 


nounces the probability of record to- 
bacco exports 
with 
one exception 


In the current fiscal year If the rate 
prevailing the first part of the year 
keeps up. 
It also discusses changes 


in the industry brought about by In- 
creasing: foreign demand for cigarette 
tozacco. 


Following is the main portion of 


the department bulletin: 


Production of bright or flue-cured 


tobacco has extended into about thirty 
new counties In George and experi- 
mental patches are reported from 
many other aertldns of the State. 
In- 


creased plantings are also belnsr made 
In the old tobacco counties. The de- 
partment feels that a hazard exists in 
any such violent increase In tobacco 
production as that contemplated in 
Georgia, due to the inexperience of 
the growers planting their first crop 
of tobacco, the expense of providing 
curing barns 
and other 
necessary 


equipment, and the uncertainty that 
present prices will be maintained. 


Acreage >and production 
of cigar 


tobacco halve been comparatively low 
during the pa«t three years, and al- 
though the average price for all cig- 


ar type* is the highest sine* 1920, tita 
crop in New England and'WlsconMm 
haa moved slowly. Farmers have **• 
pressed an intention to Increase aer«- 
age In Pennsylvania and New England 
and 
to decrease In Wisconsin. 
In 


Florida there Is an apparent Inten- 
tion to shift from cijfnr to clgarett* 
types. 


The demand for the Burley type in 


the manufacture 
of cigarette 
and 


smoking mixtures has made Burley 
one of the leaders and .territory pro- 
ducing this type is steadily encroach- 
ing upon that of other types. Burley 
has already taken the place of -nucii 
of the territory In Ohio formerly de- 
voted to the export type and Intended 
increases in tobacco acreage reported 
in Indiana and Missouri are apparent- 
ly Burley. 
Exports of unmanufactured tobac- 


co since 1910 have ranged from about 
30 to more than 50' per cent of th« 
annual production. 
Since 1919 ex- 


ports have steadily declined in vol- 
ume until the fiscal year beginning 
July 1, 1923. During the ensuing 
seven months exports were 36.000,00<f 
pounds heavier than in the correa- 
ponding period of the preceding y«»r. 
If exports continue 
at the prea»nt 
rate, the total for this fiscal year 
itffl 


be the highest but one on« record, 
the Department says.

In Spite of all this, her pulse today 
is normal, her complexion perfect, and 
her feet and wit nimble. She's the 
happiest "dead" person alive 
with 
two beautiful children, a healthy in- 
come, a beautiful apartment and a 
limousine. 


Oh death, -where IB thy sting9 
For the past year the rumor of the 
"death" of Miss Swanson filtered into 
newspaper offices. 
into the motion 
picture offices, and e\en into the earsi 
of Gloria herself. 
Repeated denials' 
have accomplished nothing 
At first 
it was humorous, then it grew serious- 
It became the most persistent rumor 
of its kind ever to gam circulation. 


BclieACs It a Plot 


It grew so serious recently that the 
company which emplojs thf star has 
assigned trained investigators to trace 
it to it source. Miss S-naneon herself 
believes it is a deliberate plot to des- 
troy her as 
movie actress. 
I first saw Miss Swanson about two 
vears ago. Since then I have seen hei 
many times, and while she was mak- 
ing 
.'The Humming Bird," 
some 


months ago in the Liong Island studios 
I spent considerable time there. 
I 
went to see her again today to satisfy 
mjself that t-he still lives. 


And I am convinced that the Gloria 
Swanson of today is Ihe genuine Gloria 
Swan&on, the only 
Gloria Swanson 


who ever lived. 


If a theory which the star has is 
correct, then the world now has to 
co.nslder a strange tale, the like of 
which cannot be founnd outside a de 
Maupassant story. 


Some time go when MJSS Swanson 
was living in Hollywood, she quar- 
reled with a certain individual. This 
person she will not name- 
\t that 


time, according to the etar. the per- 
son solemnly rai&ed an arm and de- 
clared. 
"Miss Swanson. did you ever stop to 
consider the power of propganda? 
Did you ever realize that one person 
can destroy a person or make her' 
That against propaganda human be- 
ings re powerless'" 
That was all this person eaid. Gra- 
dually the rumors 
of her supposed 
death spread. 
They were fed b\ re- 
marks of people who thought they 
noticed 
a changed 
Gloria Swanson 
in some of her later pictures, notably 
"The Humming Bird " People whisp- 
ered 
the 
wornan acting under the 
name of Gloria Swanson wasn't the 
real Gloria at all! She had died! They 
were putting a "double" m her place 
to protect an investment! 
People were

who "knew" 
Gloria Swanson had died. They had 


talked with a friend of a friend who 
knew a. barber who shaved a t>cene- 
ehifter who knew Gloria had died!

opted son. The children ran to their 
mother, and little Gloria said just one 
word as she threw her chubby arms 
around the star's neck: 
"Mother.!"
